THE WATER WORKS

Janesville 
Men 
W ho Bought Out 
Turner Clarke & Rawson—Histury 
of the Concern as Started and V ar­ 
ious Changes It W ent Though Up 
to the Present Time. 


Editor Gazette:—The action com­ 
menced by the city against the Janes 
Ville W ater Company for judicial de­ 
term ination of the respective rights of 
the parties in and to the w ater works 
system constructed under the franchise 
granted by the city of Janesville to 
Turner,Clarke A Rawson in May,186 
should authorize the assumption th at 
those in immediate charge of 
the 
rights involved intended an earnest 
and persistent defense and protection 
of such rights, and th a t such proceed­ 
ing was 
not perm itted as a mere 
threat, of no efficacy whatever. 
If the latter alternative may not be 
the 
legitim ate 
inference, was the 
meeting at Concordia Hall permitted 
for reasons other than a Convenient 
opportunity for those to shuttle who in 
the origin of such works had so little 
faith in the ability of the mere citizen 
to manage his own affairs? 
The scope of this action is extrem e­ 
ly narrow, and the 
proceedure sim­ 
ple-being in no sense the sumnium 
genus of legal practice, nor catholocon 
for all subjects of irritation, imagiu- 
inary or otherwise, on the part of the 
city, citizen or company. 
The yard 
hydrant, the m eter and all kindred 
subjects of controversy between the 
citizen and company, may go un­ 
touched, so far as this action is con­ 
cerned. 
The supreme court, as re­ 
gards contracts of this character, has 
held in one respect,a t least, th at there 
is no contract relation between the 
citizen and the w ater company. 
The 
extent of this rule of construction, 
and w hether the private individual has 
rights, and if so, w hether the same 
are subject to the caprice of a political 
council or an irresponsible corporation, 
is left in doubt. 
But the people may 
congratulate themselves th at the con­ 
tract and franchise under which the 
w ater works were constructed, con­ 
tains the valuable reservation, under 
which the 
city 
can purchase the 
works a t the cost of their construction 
an d interest. 
This reservation became operative 
in this way: During the earnest con­ 
test in the city and legislature on the 
subject of constructing w ater works 
an a granting a franchise therefor to a 
company, in which most of our citi­ 
zens took 
an active partfeT urner, 
Clarke 
& 
Rawson, 
a 
partner­ 
ship firm in Boston, through their res:- 
ident 
agents 
in 
this 
city, 
tp 
weaken 
the 
cause 
of 
those in opposition to such grant, exe 
coted a flank movement by agreeing 
th a t the reservation to purchase men­ 
tioned, be a part of the contract and 
franchise. 
This reservation, or more 
properly, the abatem ent thereof, is 
now the bone of contention by those, 
who are by this action seeking con­ 
trol and ownership of the franchise or 
plant, which I shall endeavor to make 
clear. 
The 
ffachise 
being 
accepted, 
th e grantees to recover the advantage 
waived by the agreem ent mentioned, 
commenced a series of manipulations 
in the execution of the grant through 
the agency of an institution or in6ti 
tutions in kind of an erratic credit mo­ 
ldier; controlled exclusively, by them­ 
selves, to the end as is claimed, 
the 
apparent cost of the plant was more 
than double w hat was real, thereby 
hoping to discourage the city and 
render the reservation to purchase 
valueless, except to themselves. 
To a correct understanding of the 
questions involved it is necessary to 
recite a little of history. 
The articles 
of association of the Janesville W ater 
Company pursuant to which, and the 
statute of the state of Wisconsin, it 
it was 
incorporated bear date 
of 
th e 16th day of July 1887, and after 
th e construction of the plant hadjt>een 
entered upon by the Wisconsin Con­ 
struction Company of which Turner, 
Clarke and Rawson was respectively 
the president, treasurer and engineer. 
In the same year on July 
8 th these 
parties invite bids for the distribution 
of pipe along the line of the works. 
On the 9th of July 1887, 
the distr! 
bution thereof was made on West Mil­ 
waukee street and on the 14th of July 
1887, pipe laying was commenced by 
Carrol E. Gray, Jr. to whom such 
w ork ha s been sub let by the Wiscon­ 
sin Construction Company. 
And on 
the 16th of July 1888, the day prior to 
th e test of the works under the con­ 
tract, the parties named caused a 
statem ent to be published from which 
the following viz: is extracted. 
'‘The 
“ franchise w is granted to Messes 
“ Turner Clark and Rawson of Boston 
“ Mass., on the 10th day of May, 1887. 
“ The conditions 
of the franshise 
“ being well known.” * 
* “ The con­ 
f r a c t for the construe ion of the plant 
“ was let to the Wisconsin Construc­ 
t i o n Company of which George A.

The deed 
w hen by the plant and franchise men- 
‘ tidied were conveyed to the Janesville 
W ate I Company, purports to 
have 
been acknowledged by the grantors a? 
OI the 3Ibt day of August, 1S87. And as 
far as we have knowledge is the only 
source of the company’s title to the 
same. 
These facts are some evidence tend, 
in g to show that the Janesville Water 
Company could not be rebp.usible lur 


and cannot be charged w ith fraud re ­ 
specting the orgiinal m anipulations 
mentioned w ith the Wisconsin Con­ 
struction Company. 
At the organization of the Janesville 
W ater Company, which is now the 
owner of this plant and the franchise, 
Botsford R. Clark, m entioned, was 
made president of the company and 
continued in th a t position until the 
sale and transfer of its entire capital 
stock, less net prior earnings and cash 
on hand, by Turner. 
Clark A Haw 
son to 'N. G. Waxcy of Oshkosh, Wis.; 
Malcolm G. Jeffris: George G. Suther­ 
land and C. S. Jackm an of this city, at 
a sum; comparatively a pittance, the 
reported cost of the plant and income 
considered. 
This sale though—I venture the asser­ 
tion—was not made until Turner, 
Clark A Rawson were satisfied th at 
the city would not forego its right of 
purchase wherein consisted the greater 
value of the franchise, a restraint up­ 
on its m anagem ent and they had made 
all possible out of the same, by their 
prior contr&ct« thereunder, including 
the sale of the company bonds, not­ 
w ithstanding the franchise and plant, 
their present and prospective income 
considered was worth their reported 
cost and interest, but for 
the cities 
reserved right to purchase. 
They 
proposed, however, to sell and add 
the sum of five thousand dollars to 
their bank account, than to hold a t a 
venture, which they considered ex­ 
treme. 
The purchase by the parties named 
was not made hurriedly nor inadvis­ 
edly. They commissioned one of their 
num ber to consult Turner, Clark & 
Rawson, the owners, at Boston and 
report

business 
men 
and

said or done a t random. 
The books 
respecting the subject of the interview 
duly verified, were presented to the 
inspection and the careful examina­ 
tion of the commissioned party, and 
ail statem ents made tending tow ards 
the consummation of the sale and pur- 
chse, and no more or less. 
This sale and transfer was effected 
to the satisfaction of all concerned in 
the deal, and none were more happy, 
so to speak, than each of the new 
owners; which condition of good feel­ 
ing and harmony continued so long as 
each of the purchasers of the stock re­ 
tained his interest in the property of 
the company. 
In addition to the incidents men­ 
tioned a t the Boston interview, it was 
thereat further made to appear by a 
procured sworn statem ent, th a t the 
Janesville plant of th a t date, includ- 
ng the artesian well, and accrued in­ 
terest, but less such deductions as are 
provided for in the franchise contract 
was the sum of three hundred and ten 
thousand dollars, and no one, to my 
knowledge, alleges whatever of fraud 
tergiversation against the purchasers 
in respect to these m atters or the sub­ 
sequent management of the company’s 
affairs, nor in respect to its subse­ 
quent accounts. 
At the Concordia 
hall meeting tbough, Mr. Jeffris stated 
th at the Janesville W ater Works csst 
just one hundred tw enty six thousand 
six hundred thirty-three dollars and 
fifty-eight cents, but he declined to 
state whence or when he obtained the 
knowledge on this subject, and it will 
avail us nothing to speculate. 
It was also stated a t the Concordia 
hall meeting, th a t the city would not 
have to incur any indebtedness or 
liability exceeding five thousand dol­ 
lars in becoming the purchaser of the 
w ater works under the franchise con­ 
tract, and also th a t if it did not de­ 
sire to hold the property, persons on 
the committee of the Business Men’s 
Association, who had examined this 
subject would contract w ith the city 
to aefray the expenses of the action, 
and in addition thereto, pay the city 
the sum of ten thousand dollars for 
said works. 
As tot he firtt division of this state 
m eat, the franchise contract, which 
is the basis of this action says, viz.: 
In consideration of the benefits th at 
will result to tho city of Janesville 
from the erection and operation of 
water works in said city, there is 
hereby granted unto the firm of T ur­ 
ner,

W ithout doubt, of all the battles 
recorded in modern history, the long­ 
est and sternest, as well as the one in 
which most men were engaged, was 
th e memorable battle of Leipsic, Oc­ 
tober 16, 18, 19, 1813, called by the 
Germans the battle of the nations. 
The num ber of troops engaged is vari­ 
ously stated by different w riters at 
from 136,000 to 190,000 on the side of 
Napoleon I, and from 230,000 to 290,- 
000 on th at of the allies under Prince 
Scil wartzenburg, Blucher and Bema- 
dotte. 
In this awful battle the slain 
on both sides am ounted to 80,000, and 
thousands of th e wounded lay for 
days around the city. 
In the battle 
of Koniggratz, or Sadowa, July 3, 
1866, fought during th e ‘‘Seven weeks’ 
w ar,” the allied Austrian and Saxon 
troops engaged amounted to about 
200,000 men, while the Prussians, un­ 
der 
their 
king 
m ustered 
in 
round 
numbers 
260,000 
combat­ 
ants. 
The total loss of the Aus­ 
trians, 
etc., 
am ounted 
to 
about 
40,090 men while th at of the Prussians 
was 10,000. 
If we go back to the 
melee of ancient days, we find it 
stated th at a t the one fought at Tours 
in 732 between the Franks and the 
Saracens, from 350,000 to 375,000 men 
were killed on the field. 
This would, 
of course, mean th at many more men 
were engaged than a t Leipsic. 
In a 
battle mentioned in Chronicles 
II, 
between Asa, king of Judah, and Re- 
rah, king of Ethiopia, we are told 
th a t the former had an army of a 
thousand 
thousand, 
or 
1,000,000. 
Canon Rawlinson observes th at this 
statem ent does not exceed the num­ 
bers of other oriental armies. Darius 
Codomannus brought into the field a 
force of 1,040,000 men near Arbela, 
where he was finally defeated by 
Alexander the G reat 331 B.C. Xerxes, 
too, Professor Rawlinson saj’s, crossed 
into Greece w ith

1,000,000 combatants, and A rtaxerxes 
Mnemon collected 1,260,000 men to 
meet the attack of the younger Cyrus.

Mr. Tesla Is also of the opinion that, 
if the phosphorescent does exist it is 
not of an electrical origin. 
G. Brown Goo Ie, assistant secretary 
of the Smithsonian institution, w rites 
of the torch-fish. 
“ It is not positively 
known th at the organ on the nasal 
filam ent of linophryne is luminous, 
although it appears probable.

“The notice to be ^iven is only ad­ 
ditional to that which the statute 
gives, and is prescribed for greater 
publicity. 
But the right to hold the 
election comes from the statute and 
not fiom the officio notice.' 
Concerning the objection that three 
ballots were used instead of a blat ket 
ballot sa under the new system, Judge 
Bennett ruled that special 
license 
elections are not governed by the new 
law but by the law of 1885 which bad 
a clause especially relating to license 
elections aud which called for separate 
tickets. 
The case will be appealed to the si- 
preme court by the liquor men it 
once.

crescence or protuberance caused by 
an enlargem ent of the “blossom end” 
of the squash. 
A few years ago a portion of the 
pavem ent in Groswell road, London, 
was lifted oat of its place in soma 
mysterious way. 
Before workmen 
were sent to replace it numerous 
toadstools made their appearance in 
the cracks betw een the misplaced 
stone and its fellows. 
Investigation 
proved th at the stone, which was two 
feet one way by four the other, and 
weighed 212 pounds, had actually been 
lifted out of plate by the resistless 
growing force of these soft, spongy 
fungi.
